EDITORIAL 


SIMPLE EQUITY 


”Recently, the United States Navy appointed a black man 
as admiral, the first ever. The new admiral was one of 49 out 
of a list of 2000 eligible Navy captains. The Navy therefore 
has kept pace with the Army and Air Force which have al 
ready gone ahead with a program.of upgrading black offi- 
cers and have half a dozen, between both branches of the 
Service, with the rank of general (equal to Navy admiral). 

Now this is great as far as it goes. Certainly no fairminded 
Observer could argue the fact that black people in this coun- 
try have been opportunity-deprived for 400 years or so. 工 
is therefore of the utmost importance that black youth be 
given an image to look up to and a truly possible goal for 
their aspirations. The entire“establishment” would do 
well to bear this in mind. People who_are not goal-oriented 
may not turn out to be our best citizens; and that goal had 
better be a Teal piece of the pie, not “pie in the sKky.” 

Which, finally, brings us to the point.Nowhere in the 
Armed Forces has it been seen fit to appoint any Oriental- 
American to comparable high rank. Facts indicate that many 
are eligible and superbly qualified. Perhaps it is because 
“the squeaky wheel gets the grease”, and the reserved OFri- 
ental-temperament does not lend itself to displays and de- 
mands. Certainly it can not be a question of worth, merit， 
OT SeIVice Trendered to the nation. 

Ask any police chief or sheriff of anv_ community in 
the country as to which is the most peaceful and law- 
abiding ethnic group under his jurisdiction: The answer al- 
Ways comes back that it is the Chinese and Japanese citi- 
Zens. Ask any historian of the Old West whether the trans- 
continental railroad would ever have been completed with- 
out the use of Chinese labor. Ask any chronicler of World 
War II as to the most decorated group of the entire con- 
flict. He will unhesitantly point out that it had to be the 
Nisei, the Japanese citizens from Hawaii not even then a 
state. 

Finally, ask any welfare official as to what ethnic group 
is conspicuous by its absence from the relief rolls. Obviously 
it is the Orientals 

The only axe we have to grind is that of simple equity. 
Surely, the American tradition of fair play points to an over- 
Sight in this area. Just as surely it would be a simple matter 
to change. It would merely constitute a long-overdue Tec- 
ognition of the general excellence and valuahle contribu- 
tions of one of our most notable minorities. (From Alameda
